MASS ‘OF SHIFTING FIRE 


Wo Means of Estimating the Loss of 
Life and Property — Appalling 
Stories Still Told of Situa- 
tion at St. Pierre 
Reiief Fund. 


Castries, Island of St. Lucia, May 14.— 
The Soufriere volcano on the island of St. 
Vincent is still in destructive eruption. A 
terrific cannonade®can be heard a hundred 
miles away. The reports are followed by 
columns of smoke, rising miles in the air. 
Immense balls of colored fire also issue 
from the crater. Jightning is playing 
fiercely in the upper sky and the whole 
porthern part of the island is one mass 
of traveling flame. It is imposstble to 
reach the burning district by land or sea, 
and ghere are no means of estimating the 
destruction wrought to life and property. 
Kingstown, the capital of St. Vincent, is 
still] safe, though showers of ashes and 
pebbles are continually falling on the 
town. The volcano itself is invisible. 

The correspondent ot The Associated 
Press here has visited St, Pierre, Mar- 
tinique, by the relieving steamer Kennetn. 
The destruction there is appalling. The 
streets are two feet deep in ashes and cin- 
ders, which cover thousands of dead 
bodies, scorche} black and shiny, as if 
they had been pluniged into boiling pitch. 
Many of the dead were never touched by 
the voicani¢ fire, and some of the ‘nouses 
and woodwork destroyed show no signs, 
of burning. 

Stone Work Calcined. 

At Moudlage, in the southwestern por- 
tion of St. Pierre, the town hall is still 
standing as high as the first story, while 
at the fort, in the northwestern part of 
St. Pierre, the most massive stonework 


is calcined, 

The church tower, built by the Jesuits 
two centuri ago, of cychopean mason 
work, is now like a huge heap of okj 
metal. 

Soldiers are guarding property from 
prowling ghouls, who are robbing the 
dead. They meet with severe punishment 
when caught. 

The stench throughout 8t. Pierre‘s ter- 
ribly offensive. The streets are still oib- 
etructed by hwge piles of debris and dead 


bodies. The work of clearing the thorougih- | 


fares will necessitate the employment of 
large numbers of men for many months, 

Moudlage Rogue, near St. Pierre, is pre- 
served, and Basse Pointe and Macouba 
@re yet unhurt, but the crater is still 
active and smoke and ashes are biow- 
ing steadily northward. 

The surviving inhabitants are trying to 
cross from St. Pierre to the island of 
Dominica in boats. Many drowning casuail- 
ties are reported. 

Assistance is constantly arriving at 
Fort de France from all the netghiboring 
islands. 

EXACT NUMBER OF DEAD 
WILL NEVER BE KNOWN 

London, May 14.—The governor of 
Windward islands, Sir Robert Liewelyn, 
telegraphs to the colonial office from the 
island of St. Vincent under date of Tues- 
day, May 13, as follows: 

“Tl arrived here yesterday and found 
the state of affairs much worse than has 
been stated. The administrator's repor‘s 
show that the country on the east coast, 
between Robin Rock and Georgetown, 
was apparently struck and devastated 
in a manner similar to that which de- 
stroyed St. Pierre, and I fear that prac. 
tically all Mving things in that radtus 
were killed.. Probably 1,000 persons lost 
their lives. The exact number will never 
be known. Managers and owners of the 
estates, with their families and several of 
the better classes of people, have been 
killed. A thousand bodies have been 
found and buried. One hundred and sixty 
persons are in the hospital at George- 
town. Probably only six of this number 
will recover. 

“The details of the disaster are too 
harrowing for description. 

“T got, @t St. Lucia, a coasting steamer, 
which is running up and down the lee- 
ward coast with water and.provisions. 
Twenty-two hundred persons have re- 
ceived relief. 

“T have asked for medical officers from 
Trinidad and Grenada. All the neighbor- 
ng British colonies are assisting gener- 
ously. Every effort is being made to 
grapple with the awful calamity. ' 

“All the best sugar estates in the Carib 
country are devastated and the cattle 
are dead, 

“The eruption continues, but is appar- 
ently moderating. 

“Anxiety is still felt. All the officers 
and residents are cooperating with me. 
The ladies are making clothing.”’ 


SCORES OF CONVENT GIRLS 
PERISHED AT ST. PIERRE 


Castries, St. Lucia, May 14.—The signal 
etation here reports that a large fire was 
seen last night in the direction of Fort 
de France, Martinique. The British 
steamer Savan, Captain Hunter, arrived 
here this morning and reports Mont Pelee 
to be still in eruption, The trend of the 
flow from the volcano is to the north. 

The search parties, which are remov- 
ing the dead from St. Pierre, have dis- 
covered safes and molten precious 
metal in stores and dwellings of the 
town. No one !s permitted to penetrate 
into St. Pierre beyond the street run- 
ning along the sea front, and a cordon 
poldiers has been placed around the town. 

The St. Piere cathedral is all down with 
the exception of one tower, and of the 
theater the walls alone are now stand- 
ing. The convent, which contained 2 
girls and thirty-six nuns, has disappear- 
ed as has the college, where seventy boys

BANQUET GIVEN 
WHITELAW REID 


Farewell Dinner Tendered in 
View of His Departure 
for Coronation. 


SENATOR DEPEW DEFENDS ~ 
THEr CORONATION EMBASSY 


Brief Speeches Are Made by Mr. 
Clark Howell, Mr. Thomas Ra- 
pier, Hon. Charles Emory 
Smith, Mr. Stephen 
O’Meara and Others. 


New York, May 14.—The Hon. White- 
law Reid was the guest of honor at a 
farewell banquet given at the Union 
League Club tonight in anticipation of 
‘his approaching departure for London as 
special ambassador of the United States 
at the coronation of King Edward VII. 

The banquet was attended by about 
one hundred gentlemen, including many 
prominent figures in politics, finance and 
journalism from all sections of the coun- 
try. Among the invited guests were Sir 
Percy Sanderson, the British consul gen- 
e@al and the Hon. Cornelius N. Bliss, who 
Sat respectively at the right and left of 
Mr. Reid; Senator Depew, Clark Howell, 
of The Atlanta Constitution; Melville E. 
Stone, Frank B. Noyes, of The Chicago 
Record-Herald; Thomas .G. Rapier,. of 
The New Orleans Picayune; - Charles 
Emory Smith and Charles W. Knapp, of 
The St. Louis Republic. 

Mr. Bliss offered the toast, ‘‘The Pres- 
ident of the United States,’ which was 
drunk standing and with applause. He 
then said: 

“This is a sort of international and 
ambassadorial affair. I invite you all 
to rise and drink the health of King 
Edward.’’ This was greeted with pro- 
longed applause. 

Mr. Bliss then proposed a toast to Mr. 
Reid, who responded amid great ap- 
piause. 

. Depew on Ambassadors. _ 

Senator Depew responded to the toast, 
“The Senatge.”’ | 

Mr. Depew, referring to objections 
raised in the senate by certain senators 
to the appointment of a special embassy 
to the coronation of King Edward, said: 
“Ambassadors compel a recognition of 
the fact, never admitted until our coun- 
try became so great, that the sovereign 
people Who govern themselves have the 
same divine rights or other rights as 
czars, emperors and kKings.’’ 

Mr. Depew concluded as follows: 

“Without ambassadors, now that our 
foreign relations have become so im- 
portant and involve so-much to peace 
and commerce, we could not conduct 
satisfactorily our business with foreign 
governments. 
lime this special embassy was attacked 
as unrepubiican and unnecessary, we are 
fond ot boasting that we.are a world 
power now. : We are rightly proud of 
the fact that in the family of nations 
we have a first place at the table. In 
every community there are manners and 
custums to which those who belong must 
conform to, Statesmen come to Wash- 
ington and boast that they have no dress 
Suits and that they will not wear them. 
That is a matter of, individual’ taste. 
But then ‘they never get into. Washing- 
ton society, oficial or social. One states 
man boasted thatthe never wore socks 
or stockings and discovered that there 
are in communities like Washington, at 
least, rules which objected to his pres- 
ence under ‘those conditions, though 
there would have been none among the 
south islanders.’’ 

Charles Emory Smith Speaks. 

The next speaker was Charles Emory 
Smith, who lauded Mr. Reid aé the fore- 
most editor of the present generation, 
who combines intellectua!] attributes and 
his achievements and influence as a pub- 
lic leader. 

Closing with reference to the destiny 
of the American republic, Mr. Smith 
said: 

“Our republic is no longer an 
to be kept in swaddling clothes. If it be 
said that our American system is not 
suited to distant possessions, we answer 
that it is flexible and adaptable to vary- 
ing conditions. If it be said that the 
American people cannot’ successfully 
govern dependencies, we answer that the 
American genius is not inferior to any 
other, and we are not willing to admit 
that the American people cannot do what 
the English, the Dutch, the Germans 
and the French are doing. If it be said 
that the American doctrine binds us to 
put freedom foremost, we answer that 
the American flag is the best symbo] of 
freedom, that wherever it floats freedom 
goes with it. and that freedom is essence 
and not form, whefher it be under state- 
hood or territory or’‘autonomous depen- 
dency. Thus the American principle 
does not seek territorial aggrandizement, 
but it does not shrink elther in cowardly 
fear or in unworthy self-distrust from 
territorial accession when events bring 
it upon us.”’ . _ 


Mr. Howell and Mr. Rapier. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Smith's ad- 
dress Chairman Bliss referred to the 
presence of many distinguished represen- 
tatives of the press and invited Melville 
toast of ‘The

Press.”’ 

Hon. Clark Howell, of The Atlanta 
Constitution, and Stephen O'Meara, 
The Boston Journal, followed briefly. 

Mr. Howéll, among other things, said: 

“I take particular pleasure in recog- 


r nizing Mr. Reid as the most conspicuous 


exponent of American journalism today. 
In honoring him you honor the press of 
the United States.”’ 

Mr. O'Meara reviewed the opposition to 
expansion which had always prevailed 
since the establishment of the republic, 
and said: 

“The opposition to expansion is not 
always safe ground in such a country as 
this.”’ 

Colonel Thomas G. Rapler, of New Or- 
leans. said he was egrat'fied to be able 
to express his_ concurrence in the re- 
marks of the other speakers on the ex- 
cellence of Mr. Reid's appointment. 

Colone! Harvey W. Scott, of Port'and. 
Oreg.. Sir Percy Sanderson, the British 
consul general, and former Attorney Gen- 
eral Griggs also spoke.

Measure Precipitates a Debate in the

Washington, May 14.—During the great- 
er part of the senate’s session today 
the fortéfications appropriation bill was 
under considerafon. Mr. Proctor, of 
Vermont, offered an amendment providing 
that no part of the appropriation made 
should be used for procuring disappear- 
ing gun carriages. The amendment pre- 
cipitated a debate, which continued for 
two hours, and had not been concluded 
when the measure was laid aside for the 
daz. 

Mr. Proctor led the fight against the 
disappearing carriages, declaring that 
they would never be effective, afd that 
in actual war it would be shown they 
were a lamentable failure. Mr. Perkins, 
of California, warmly defended the war 
department in adopting the disappearin 
carriages, maintaining that the bulk o 
the evidence upon the 
support of the carriages.

INTO CHICA 


Will Unite With L & WN. in Pur- 
chase of the Monon, 


This Purchese Will Give the South- 
ern and the L. & N. Absolute 
Control of an Independent 
Entrance Into the 
Windy City. 


New York, May 14.—In the best informed 
circles in Wall street today there was dis- 
cussion of a statement emanating from an 
authoritative sqmree that the Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Louisville railway, ¢en- 
erally known as the ‘‘Monon route,”’ had 
been purchased by the Louisville and 
Nashville and the Southern Railway Com- 
While the details were not made 
public, the acquisition of t Monon Dy 
the two corporations named s accepted 
as a fact, lacking only official announce- 
ment. 

The Times tomorrow wiif say: 

‘This purchase of the Monon means 
that hereafter the Southern and the 
Louisville and Nashville railways 
have absolute contro] of an independent 
entrance into Chicago. Such a disposition 
of the Monon‘was the only logical out- 
come of the situation brought about by 
the holding of control of all three lines 
involved by J. P. Morgan & Co., and it 
will not be a surprise to those who nave 
followed closely the developments im the 
territory traversed by the two. great 
southern railway systems, Te Louisville 
and Nashville and the Southern ratliway. 
The affairs of these .roads have been 
prominently in the public eye since the 
events of last month, and when she con- 
trol of the Louisville and Nashville was 
lodged in the hands of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., mainly, so it was sald, through the 
efforts of John W. Gates. 

President McDoel, of the Chicago, Indla- 
napolis and Louisville, while denying two 
weeks ago that the road had been som, 
admitted that such a purchase would be 
a logical one for the two soutnern sys- 
tems, which, he said, would some day 
have to get into Chicago without depend- 
ing on their connections. ‘nis has now 
been accomplished. 

‘‘The Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville 
controls a line of railroad from Louisville 
to Chicago, with good terminal facilities 
in both cities.’’

NEW PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. 


Section Relating to State Authorities’ 
Conferetices Adopted. — 


Washington, May 14.—Senator Spom- 
er, from the committée on public health, 
today reported the compromise bill agreed 
on by the marine hospifal service and the 
health authorities of the states. The 
name of the service is charged to the 
public health and marine. hospital serv- 
ice. The section relating to conferences 
with state authorities as finally agreed 
upon is as follows: 

“That when In the opinion of the sur- 
geon general of the public health and 
marine hospital service of the United 
States and interefs of the public health 
would be promoted by a conference of 
said service with state or territorial 
boards of health, quarantine authorities 
or state health officers, the District of 
Columbia included, he may invite as 
many of said health and quarantine ar- 
thorities as he deems necessary or prop- 
er to send delegates not more than one 
from each state or ‘territory, to said 
confe#*nce, provided that an annual con- 
ference of the health authoritfes of all 
the states and territories shall be called, 
each of said states and territories to be 
entitled to one delegate; and provided, 
further, that it shall be the duty of the 
said surgeon general to call a confer- 
ence on the appilcd#®tor of not less than 
five states or territorial boa®ls of health, 
quarantine authorities or state health of- 
ficers, each of said boards or quarantine 
authorities joining in said request to be 
represented by one delegate.”’ 


Stabbed by a Burglar. 

Fort Smith. Ark., May 14.—P. R. Davis, 
a wealthy wholesale merchant of Fort 
Smith, was stabbed five times in an en- 
counter in his bed room with a negro 
burglar early today. Davis shot the bur- 
glar in the leg and beat him on the 
head with his revolver, but the man es- 
caped. A posse has sfA#gted out in search 
of him and there is talk of a lynching. 
The negro’s clothes were found in the 
office of a negro doctor. The doctor has 
disappeared. Davis’ wounds are very se- 
rious,

As tthe let- 
ter was posted in Ecuador it is surmised 
the rich island is off the coast of that 
country.

14.—Lewis Nixon, 
ledder of Tammany 
Hall for nearly six 
months, resigned 
that. position today 
at®*a ‘ineeting of the 
district leaders held 
in Tammany Hall. 
While the resigna- 
tion was not entire- 
ly, unexpected, it 
was not thvught 
that Mr. Nixon 

‘ would take such 
positive action until a later date, awaiting 
the action of the leaders to see if they 
would give him a vote’e6f confidence. In- 
stead of this he refused-to allow any vote 
of confidence and went so far as to say 
thats he could no longer retain his self- 
respect if he remained das leader. 

The meeting of thé thirty-seven djs- 
trict leaders was called at the tmstance 
of Mr. Nixon. This action followed a 
deadlock at the meeting of the sachems 
of the Tammany Hall Society Monday 
when Mr. Nixon’s intention of retaining 
Thomas L. Feitner as grand sachem was 
frustrated by a tie, there being six of the 
sachems of the thirteen and six 
against the retention, the «thirteenth, 
George C. Clausen, being absent. The 
action of that time caused... general 
discussion of “the possib 
Nixon losing control of 
and the combination, ‘h 
Carroll, ousting dim. . n, In an 
interview on TuPsday, sald if he could 
not h@re the*co mce of the leaders 
he would “get out.” 


Nixon Announces Resignation. 
. As soon as the meeting had been call- 
€d to order todg@ Mr. Nixon sajd: 

“Gentlemen; I have decided to rebign 
as the leader of Tammany Hall. This 
resignation is absolute and positive and 
Will not be withdrawn. I wish it to take 
effect immediately. I feel that I cannot 
retain my self-respect and still remain 
the leader of Tammany Hall. My deciston 
is unalterable.’’ 

Colonel Michael C. Murphy made a 
very complimentary speech in praise of 
Mr. Nixon. He did not say, however, 
that he wished him to remain as leader. 
He said that Mr. Nixon had done splen- 


did work as leader and had the confi- 


dence of all his fellow-workers. 

Mr. Nixon jumped to his feet as soon 
as Colonel Murphy had finished and 
said: 

“I do not desire any vote of confidence 
whatever.” 

He immediately left the room, followed 
by an outburst of hand clapping. Once 
outside the meeting room, Mr. Nixon 
would only say to the newspaper men: 

“I am out as the leader of Tammany 
Hall. Ship building is my business. I am 
out of politics and am glad of it. I will 
devote my time to my business of ship 
building and will talk about that by the 
hour, but I will not Vy about politics 
hereafter. The cause oF my resignation 
is plain. I could have won out and 
elected .Mr. Feitner grand sachem, but 
I will not appeal to Mr. Croker.” 

Future Policy of Tammany. 

Following the d2parture of Mr. Nixon 
it was announced that a meeting of the 
executive committee of Cistrict leaders 
will be neld Thursday, at which time Mr. 
Nixon's resignation will be acted upon. 
There were numerous rumors about the 
hal! ragarding the future policy af the 
organization. The most persistent one, 
and one that was indorsed by several 
leaders, was that there would be no 
actual leader of Tammany Hall for some 
time to come. This was coupled with a 
rumor that the finance committee would 
be abolished, as well as the chairman- 
ship of this committee. The chairman, 
who is now Lewis Nixon, and was Rich- 
ard Croker, has always been the leader 
of Tammany Hall, and as such had the 
handling of the funds of the organiza- 
tion in the political campaigns. 

The opposition to the election of Feit- 
ner as grand sachem came from John F. 
Carroll, chief deputy of Richard Croker, 
when the latter was leader of Tammany 
Hall. Carroll supported former Mayor 
Van Wyck for grand sachem, whom Mr. 
Nixon had refused to make a sachem al- 
though directed to do so By Mr, Croker 
himself.

MEMBERS OF ATLANTA FIRMS 
ARE NOT NOTIFIED 


Louis H. Beck Stated Yesterday That 
He Would Not Be Surprised 
Either To See the Deal Fall 
Through or To See It 
Consummated.

The proposed combination of practically 
all the important hardware firms in the 
United States, announced some time ago 
by The Constitution, it is rumored in 
hardware circles, has been called off. At 
the time of the announcement there 
were many who expressed themselves 
as doubtful {? the matter, as proposed, 
could be brought to a practical working’ 
basis, in view of the opposition with 
which it would still have to contend 
after taking in the firms involved in the 
combination as promulgated by the pro- 
moters. ! 

The combination was to have reached 
every city of importance in the United 
States, and to have involved a capital- 
ization of $22,000,000. Just what the ott- 
lay necessitated by such a combination 
would be has. been a matter of a great 
deal of conjecture among those who took 
an interest in the affair. It was point- 
ed out by the dubious that such a gath- 
ering together of the main hardware in- 
tere#ts of the United States was a gl- 
gantic undertaking and would hardly pro- 
ceed beyond speculation. 

The Atlanta firms which the com- 
bination ‘proposed to embrace were the 
Beck & Gregg company and the King 
Hardware.Company. This is the time of 
the year for these firms to take the an- 
nual stock inventory, but neither has done 
80 as yet. They are awaiting the con- 
summation of the deal or the definite an- 
nouncement that it has fallen through. 

4 rumor to the effect that the com- 
bination had been abandoned by its pro- 
moters. reached Atlanta yesterday, but no 
confirmation of it could be gained in 
New York, from whence the story em- 
anated. 

George E. King, of the King Hardware 
Company, indicated last night that he 
had nothing to Bay on the subject.

STRAIGHT RECIPROCITY 
FAVORED BY LEADERS 


There Will Be Nothing Proposed by 
Republicans To Hurt Sugar 
Trust—Alleged House Bill 
Will Ruin American 
Sugar Interests. 


Washington, May 14.—Now that there 
is a prospect of a vote being reached 
on the Philippine government bill next 
week the friends of Cuban reciprocity 
are growing more active and are bring- 
ing pressure to bear on the republican 
steering committee of the senate td 
change the order making the Nicaragua 
bill the next order of? business and give 
that preference to the reciprocity Dill. 
They have talked already with a nusnber 
of members of the committee and find 
some of them frtndly to the ppoposition. 
The canal bill advocates, however, are 
determined to fight the change before the 
steering committee and if reciprocity 
wins then to transfer their fight to the 
floor of the senate. The reciprocity ade’ 
vocates are practically agreed on a Dill 
givng straight reciprocity with 2 per 
cent discount to Cuba. 

Effect of House Bill Discussed. 

Manual Rionda, of the sugar brokerage 
house of Czarikow, McDougall & Co., 
of New York, London and other cities. 
resumed his festimony before the senate 
committee on Cillbag relations today, 
being under cross-examination By Mr. 
Teller. He said that his house now has 
stored in Cuba about 14,000 tons of sugar 
which is ownd@i by various refineries of 
the United States. His firm had made 
financial advances to the owners of the 
Cuban plantations and had contracts 
with these plantations by which they 
agree to sell their entire product shrough 
the house represented by Mr. Rionda. 
If sales are made through any other 
channe! the firm gets a commission. 

Mr. Rionda said that if the reiprocity 
bill should pass a& it now stands it would 
have the effect of repealing the coun- 
tervatling duties on sugars from European 
countries provided by the Dingley law 
and that in that event not many years 
would elapse before the sugar refining 
business of the United States would be- 
come .a thing of the past. This remark 
also was made applicable to the beet 
sugar production of the United States 
and the sugar production of Cuba, Porto 
Rico and Hawaii. We would then get 
all our sugar from Germany. 

The witness said that with the counter- 
vailing duties in effect the United States 
is the principal market for the cane 
sugar of the world. S80 per cent of it 
coming to this country. The cane sugar, 
he said, gets the benefit of the counter- 
vailing rates, but there are times when 
the market conditions reverse this situa- 
tion.

Washington, May 14.—In the presence 
of a large audience President Roosevelt 
today laid the corner stone of the Mc- 
| Kinley Memorial Ohio College of Gov- 
ernmient of the American university, lo- 
cated a few miles outside of this city in 
the northwestern part of the District of 
}Columbia. When completed the building 
| will be devoted to studies embracing dli- 
plomacy, municipal government, arbitra- 
tion, civic and international law. 

After brief remarks by Senator Dolli- 
ver, of Idw&, Senator Hanna spoke and 
his vojce trembled with emotion. He 
said; . 

“This is indeed a very interesting oc- 
casion to me. Its associations bring up 
memories. The laying of this corner 
stone, the foundation of this tempie ot 
learning, to be builded by the public- 
Spirited men of my native state, is con- 
secrated to the memory of her dearest 
son, William McKiniey. Pile up your 
marbie and every stone will mark 4u in- 
cident in his hfe, or his devotion to hu- 
Manity ana’ his feliow-men. Crown it in 
the giory of its completion and he wiili 
look down trom on‘ high and biess your 
nobie work. it is ‘iffdeea a novoie work. 
President McKiniey- was deep:y inter- 
ested in this enterprise, and it was owing 
to the inspiration of his belief that the 
peopie of Uhio were stirred to make the 
Teaiization of it to meet his views and 
wishes. 

“Our martyred president is here today 
in spirit, and if that sacrifice wére needed 
that we might search our hearts to learn 
wherein we could do higher and nobler 
deeds; if that example were necessary 
to inspire the young men of this country 
to broader and »more liberal and more 
higher motives of social and overn- 
mental life, then indeed, ‘His will, not 
ours, be done.’ ”’

HANNA’TQ USE 
EARTHQUAKES 


Senator Will Cite Recent 
eHorrors in Attacking Nic- 
araguan Canal Bill. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, May 14.—(Special.)—The 
terrible volcanic eruptions in the French 
West Indies have raised an interesting 
question with regard to the proposed 
isthmian canal, and it is possible that the 
occurrences of the past few days may 
have an important bearing upon canal 
legislation. ; 

Advocates of the Panama route are 
quoting the published opinions of French 
scientists who have attempted to show 
that there is very much less danger from 
voleanic disturbances in the region of 
the Panama canal than tn the region of 
the proposed canal from Brito to Grey- 
town by way of Lake Nicaragua, 

It is true that most of these reports 
have been made by men in the employ 
of the Panama Canal Company, but some 
of their statements of fact present ques- 
tions which must necessarily be an- 
swered by the advocates of the Nicaragua 
route before the fears of some of their 
friends are quieted. 

Panama Route Immune? 

It is claimed by these French acientists 
that within a distance of 180 miles from 
the Panama route there is no volcano, 
not even an extinct one, nor fs there any 
trace of there ever having been volcanic 
activity. The only earthquake shocks are 
described as ‘‘rare and small seismic vi- 
brations which come from distant ceén- 
ters.”’ ’ 

On the contrary, ft ig recalled that in 
1844 an earthquake destroyéd-the city of 
Rivas, near the Pacific shore in Nica- 
ragua, and even damaged Greytown, on 
the Atlantic side. The proposed Nicara- 
- gua route runs within 5 miles of Rivas. 

With regard to volcanoes, it is claimed 
‘that there are two volcanic peaks on 
the tsland in Lake Nicaragua. And it ‘s 
recalled that sixty-seven yearg ago the 
volcano Coseguina, in the northwestern 
' corner of Nicaragua, poured forth u 
mighty stream of lava for forty-four 
hours at a stretch. The Panama peop! 
claim that in each six minutes’ . period 
of that forty-four hours there was 
poured out a volume of matter equal to 
that which would be cut from the earth 
to make the proposed canal, ang which, 
acording to estimates, it will take eight 
years to excavate. 

Of course, the fact that there have 
been volcanoes along the Nicaragua rou‘e 
in the past does mpt necessarily mean 
that there will be others in the future, 
but the experiences .of Martinique are 
likely to make people rather chary of safe 
and sleeping volcanoes.

BIBLE COURSE 
FOR MINISTERS 


N ecessity for Thorough Study 


of Good Book Urged by 
the Methodists. 


PROPOSED TO MAKE BIBLE 


Report of the Committee on Educa- 
tion Also Urges Young Men To 
Attend Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity—Preachers’ Insti- 
tutes Recommended. 


Dallas, Tex., May 14.—Educational 
matters occupied the major portion of the 
time of the seventh day’s session of the 
Methodist Episcopal conference. The 
chief points of interest and discussion 
were the elevation of the educational 
standard of the ministry, the incorpora- 
tion of the study of the Bible as a cardi- 
nal part of the curriculum of Methodist 
institutions; the establishment of a 
school of correspondence at Nashville 
for the purpose of enabling indigent stu- 
dents to avail themselves of better edu- 
cational facilities; the establishment of 
preachers’ institutes in various sections, 
and, what provoked the principal debate, 
the commendation of a course at Van- 
derbilt university as the desideratum of 
al] such students as could possibly at- 
tain such course and an annual appro- 
priation of $10,000 for sending students 
to that institution. 

The point of chief argument lay in the 
college course for prospective ministers. 
A layman, Lucius P. Little, made a five- 
minute speech which caught the ear and 
commendation of the assembly. He be- 
lieved in higher education for the minis- 
try. “The Roman church never sends 
an illiterate priest among illiterate peo- 
ple,’”’ he said, “and that is one of their 
sources of strength.” 

Bishop Key Presides. 

Bishop Joseph F. Key, of Sherman, 
Tex., presided today. After scripture 
réading the singing of ‘I Love Thy }Féng- 
dom,” and prayer, the reports of the va- 
rious committees were read. 

The fraternal delegates from the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church were introduced 
and made short farewell addresses. Dr. 
Huntington, the Nebraska messenger, 
Stated that he looked forward to the time 
when 6,000,000 Methodists would be joined 
in heart and action as workers for the 
common cause.

MONEY MADE ON WAR SHIPS 


Claimed That Government Is Held Up 
by Private Yards. 


IN YARDS OF GOVERNMENT 


Public Construction of the Proposed 
New Ships Strongly Urged in 
the House. 


—— | 


Washington, May 14.—The naval appro- 
priation bill occupied the attention of the 
house throughout. the day, Mr. Dayton, 
of West Virginia, speaking on the,.need 
of strengthening our naval battle line, 
while Messrs. W. W. Kitchin, of North 
Carolina; Fitzgerald, New York; Metcalf, 
California, and Maynard, Virginia, 
strongly advocated the building of war 
ships in government navy yards, The 
debate took a wide range at times, Mr. 
Rhea, of Virginia, speaking in criticism 
of the administratton’s Philippines policy, 
and Mr. Eliott, of South (farolina, pre- 
senting the advantages of the: propos<d 
Appalachian forest reserve. 

W. W. Kitchin favored the building of 
all ships in government yards, maintain- 
ing that there would be an ultimate sav- 
ing to the government. .He asserted that 
the opposition to the plan came from the 
powerful private ship. yards, which 
sought to continue the present system, 
by which extortionate profits were made, 
He gave notice of an amendment pro- 
viding that all four of the large new 
ships shall_be built In government yards. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, of New York, also 
spoke for government constructipn. 

The Brooklyn navy yard a . Fitz- 
gerald’s district, and in thé course of 
his speech he explained the _ splend‘d 
equipment of that yard for the construc- 
tion of war ships, comparing ‘this with 
the meager equipment .of private yards, 
which do a large amount of government 
construction. wow 

Mr. Metcalf, of California, presented 
comparisons between contract and repatr 
work done in government and in private 
yards, showing better results and less 
cost in the government establishments. 

Mr. Rhea, of Virginia, devoted his at- 
tention to the Philippine question, se- 
verely arraigning the administration for 
the present policy, and, in particulgr. 
criticising some of the recent methods 
of warfare against the islanders. 

Mr. Maynard, of Virginia, who repre- 
sents the district embracing both the 
Norfolk navy yard and the Newport 
News ship building plant, spoke in stronr 
support of government construction. He 
asserted that the .-hundred millions ifr: 
government yards represented an’ ener. 
mous investment, which yielded only a 
pitiful return in repair work. 

The naval bill was then laid aside, The 
conference report on the Cuban diplo- 
matic and consular bill was agreed tu. 


BATTLE FIELDS 
OF THE NATION 


Provisions of the .Measure 
Creating National Military 
Park Commission, 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, May 14.—(Special.)—The 
Parker bill for the creation of a nation- 
al park commission is quite lengthy, 
going into details concerning the duty 
of the commission to be created, 

The first section provides that on and 
after July 1, 1904, the military park com- 
missions now existirig shall come to 
an end and all powers and functions vest- 
ed in them shall terminate. This ap- 
plices to the present Chickamauga, Shiloh, 
Gettysburg and Vicksburg commissions. 

One General Commission. 

The restoration, preservation, suitable 
markings and maintenance, in commem- 
oration of the valor of American arms 
and for historical and professional mill- 
tary study of such battle fields, forts 
or cemeteries or parts thereof of the 
colonial, revolutionary, Indian or civil 
wars, or of any other wars of the Unit- 
ed States, as are now or may hereaf- 
ter be acduired by the United States and 
the establishment of military parks 
thereon shall, subject to the supervision 
and direction of the secretary of war 
and under extsting or future appropria- 
tions, be in charge of a commission of 
five members to be known as the nation- 
al military park commission, to be ap- 
pointed by the president from persons 
considered by him to be especially well 


qualified for the performance of the du- 
ties of the commission, and of whom he 


shall designate as@chairman and each 
of whom in appointment made during 
the next ten years shall have actively 
participated in one of fhe battles thus 
commemorated. It is provided that two 
of the five members to be first appoint- 
ed shall have served in the confederate 
army. The commissioners are to have 
an office in Washington, under the war 
department, and while on active duty 
shall be paid such compensation as the 
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jury from these causes will be very se- 
riously considered. 
Henna Studying Earthquakes. 

In this connectign much interest is ma¢- 
ifested in reports from Nicaragua by 
way of New Orleans which~tell of vol- 
canic disturbances and earthquakes in 
‘Nicaragua apparently connected with re- 
cent similar disturbances in Guatemala. 
According to this report the center of 
the disturbances wag the old volcano 
Momotombo, near the northwest end of 
Lake Managua. There have been recent 
discharges of asheg and great quantities 
of smoke, accompanied by an earthquake 
that destroyed the docks and terminus 
of the railroad running from the lake to 
the Pacific.

MINERS WAIT 
FOR THE WORD 


No Action Yet Taken by the 
Convention Regarding 
Strike Question. 


PEACE OR WAR DEPENDS 
ON ADVICE OF MITCHELL 


It Is Admitted That Whatever Presi- 
dent Directs Will Be Done by 
Miners—No Hope of Con- 
cessions from Opera- 

. tors. 


Hazleton, Pa., May 14.—The convention 
of the anthracite mine workers, called at 
the instance of the executive boards of 
the three districts comprising the Penn- 
Sylvania hard coal flelds, held two ses- 
sions today and without taking any action 
on the question of inaugurating a perma- 
nent strike, adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. The convention is meeting be- 
hind closed doors, and although nothing 
Officially was given out, it is known that 
the all important question was not 
reached, the two sessions being devoted 
entirely to the organization of the meet- 
ing and thé report of th® committee ,on 
credentials. The day brought forth no 
definite information bearing on the prob- 
able action of the convention and the 
situation tonight remains about the same 
as it has been during the past forty- 
eight hours. 

President Mitchell said that all hope of 
any concessions from the operators was 
gone. He has had no recent communica- 
tion, he said, with the mine owners. Sena- 
tor Hanna or any other members of the 
National Civic Federation. Mr. Mitchell 
admitted that he had some advice to give 
to the delegates at the proper time, but 
what it is he will not say. 

In an interview today he said that 
there was no doubt that the sentiment of 
the men ig in favor of a strake, but he re- 
fused to make any reply when asked if 
he would give advice that would come in 
conflict with their sentiments. It is ad- 
mitted that what President Mitchell sug- 
gests will be done, notwithstanding the 
fact that a majority of the delegates are 
in favor of a strike if the mine owners 
do not make any concessions. Therefqre, 
it looks vefy much as though the whole 
matter rests on the words of the national 
president. The advice that he will give 
to the miners tomorrow is known tv 
rrobably only four other persons—the 
three district presidents and National 
Secretary-Treasurer W. B. Wilson, who 
arrived here today. 

Quiet reigned everywhere in the region 
today and not a pound of coal was mined 
anywhere. A great crowd of mine work- 
ers came into town from the surrounding 
villages and coal patches. They crowded 
around the convention. hall waiting for 
information from the inside. They were 
greatly disappointed when the convention 
adjourned this afternoon without taking 


definite action. 
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secretary of war shall deem reasonable 
and just, not to excaed $3,000 per year, 
in addition to actual necessary expenses. 
It is further provided that the first mem- 
bers of this commission shall number 
one member of each of the existing mil- 
itary park commissions and one officer 
of the army, upon either of the active 
or retired lists, whose total compensa- 
tion for all services to the United States 
shall be equal to that of the other 
commissioners. 
Some of Its Duties. 

It shall be the duty of the national 
military park commission under the di- 
rection of the secretary of war and sub- 
ject to such regulations as he may pre- 
scribe, to report upon and arrange for 
the acquisition of and to acquire the 
necessary land rights of way for use 
thereof; to superintend the opening and 
construction of roads and the repair of 
the same; to ascertain and definitely 
mark the line of battle of troops engaged, 
respectively, in the battles concerned or 
points of interest and importance, Wand 
to.do such other work in furthering the 
purposes of this bill as the secretary of 
War may direct. It is providdd that the 
commission, either direct or through the 
secretary of war, shall report to congress 
upon what. park or parks they may’ rec- 
ommend with estimate of cost. 

Any appropriation made is to be ex- 
pended by the commission under the di- 
rection of the secretary of war at such 
places, for such purposes and in such 
amounts as will best and most economi- 
cally subserve the purposes of this act. 
Provided, that only such lands, franchises 
or property shall be purchased as may 
be offered to, and obtained ‘by, the gov- 
ernment at reasonable prices approved 
by the secretary of war; and not over 10 
per cent of the money appropriated in 
any year may be used in obtaining op- 
tions without disclosing ‘the locality to 
which said moneys are to be appropri- 
ated. All expenditures must be reported 
in detail within eighteen months after 
they are made. 

Authority is given the commission to 
accept gifts from and to allow the erec- 
tion of monuments by. state or municipal 
governments, military societies or others 
interested therein. 

Penalties are provided in the act for 
the punishment of persons mutilating 
parks or monuments. 

May Condemn Desired Land. 

The title to any lands to be acquired 
shall be approved by the attorney gen- 
eral, who, under the direction of the sec- 
retary of war, shall proceed to acquire, 
the same either by purchase, gift or con- 
demnation, such condemnation to be 
conducted either under the general con- 
demnation act or under the act of 1867 
“to establish and protect national] ceme- 
teries.’’ 

To enable the secretary of war and the 
commission ‘to begin to carry out the 
purposes of this act, the sum of $200,000 
is appropriated. 

While the committee has given its 
formal. indorsement to the bill, no, pro- 
vision has yet been made for its consid- 
eration by the house. The probability is, 
however, that it will be passed.

New York Promoter Has Been 
Placed Under Arrest, 


Alleged That He Schemed To Deceive 
Public in Regard to Webb-Meyer 
Stocks—Matched Orders a 
Part of the Game. 


New York, May 14--A. L. Meyer, the 
promoter of the Hackensack Meadows 
Company, and of other companies, the 
etock certificates of which declined in 
price about a week ago, and against whom 
an order of arrest was issued, surrendered 
to the sheriff today. Bail was fixed at 
$4,000, and was furnished. 

The-order of arrest was issued in a suit 
brought by David Rosenberg, of New 
York, against A, L. Archer, Robert Of- 
fenbach, Benjamin P. Moore and John 
D. Ellwell. Rosenberg claimed that he 
wis damaged to the extent of $9,200 by 
an alleged conspiracy to unload Rutland 
preferred stock at a price greater than 
its real worth. The order of arrest was 
signed by Justice Geigerich, on May 3. 
While the four named defendants were 
sued all the names were stricken from 
the order. of arrest except that of Ar- 
thur L. Meyer. ' 

An affidavit i ‘tthe case was made by 
Bernard Uhren, who said he was em- 
ployed by Offenbach & Moore «as 4 clerk 
and bookkeeper .in December last, and 
that on April 7 John D. Ellwell told him 
“that he, with the other defendants, had 
a scheme to unload upon the public the 
preferred stock of the Rutland railroad, 
which was practically all owned by Webb 
& Meyer, and was under the immediate 
control of Meyer.” 

Pursuant to this alleged scheme Uhren 
gaid he was instructed to buy the stock 
en margins, and that he purchased 1,900 
phares through a brokerage house on an 
8 per cent margin, and that the brokers 

hased the same stock from the de- 
fendants for $120,000. On April 10 he pur- 
Chased 500 shares through another firm 
of brokers on a 7 per cent margin, and 
on April 16 he bought 500 shares on 8 per 
cent margin through a third firm. 

Whren also declared tthat on April 23 
he was sent by Offenbach & Moore ‘to 
Boston to purchase 10,000 shares of the 
Rutland stock on margin, and that he 
arranged to buy the stock, but that he 
received instructjons from his em ploy- 
ers to cancel the orders. 

“While I was working as bookkeeper for 
the firm,”” Uhren said, “I was instructed 
to give and did give matched orders, one 


to buy and one to sell the stock.”

A life boat and boom on the Camorta 
has also. been. picked up near Krishna 
light ship, on the Madras coast, by a ves- 
sel searching for the missing steamer.

BURGHERS WILL MEET TODAY

London, May 14.—Lord Kitchener has 
notified the war office that representatives 
of all the bodies of Boers throughout the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony are 
gathering at Veeringing for the confer- 
ence which begins tomorrow and that he 
has arranged that the delegates shall 
not be impeded in reaching the rendez- 
vous. Consequently the assemblage ‘s 
expected to be large. The decision 
reached regarding the peace terms wil! 
later be submitted to the British. A det- 
egation, consisting probably of the same 
Boer leaders who went to Pretoria re 
cently, will be deputized to convey the 
decision to Lord Kitchener.

Magnate Wants To Extend Scope of 
Shipping Combine.

Morgan are in negotiation for the incor- 
poration in the shipping combine of. all 
the sfeamship lines between Antwerp and 
Central America and South America.

Second Attempt To Connect 
Florence Burns With Death 
of Walter Brooks, 


COMB USED BY THE GIRL 
FOUND IN DEATH CHAMBER 


So One Witness Testifies Before the 
Coroner Who Is Attempting To 
Probe the Mystery—Flor- 
ence Burns Not 
Present. 


New York, May 14.—The inquest into 
the death of Walter Brooks, the young 
commission merchant who was shot in 
the Glen Island hotel on February 14, 
was begun by Coroner Brown. Florence 
Burns, who was arrested on suspicion of 
being responsible for the death but was 
discharged from custody at the conclu- 
sion of the police magistrate’s hearing, 
was represented by counsel. Her lawyer 
said Miss Burns could easily be found if 
wanted. 

Coroner's Physician Weston and other 
witnesses who testified at the magis- 
trate’s hearing repeated the evidence 
formerly given by them. “A detective tes- 
tified that he had been unable to find 
Florence Burns or her parents to serve 
subpoenas directing them to appear be- 
fcre the coroner. 

The coroner's clerk then called “Mr. 
Lennox.’ A man responded, but told 
the coroner that Lennox was not his 
name. He said he deisred to keep his 
identity secret for both business and 
personal reasons, but he was willing ,to 
give his name and address to the coroner 
confidentially. The coroner egreed-to this 
proposition, but several jurors objected 
and “Mr. Lennox" was excused tempo- 
rarily. 

George Washington, a negro hotel ser- 
vant, told of showing Brooks and a 
woman to a room in the Glen Island 
hotel. He said he saw the woman’s face 
when he carried some soda to the room. 
After Miss Burns’ arrest he identified 
her as the woman hé saw in the hotel. 
To Mr. Backus, Washington said, the 
woman had dark hair and complexion 
and a long thin nose. Florence Burns 
is blonde and has an upturned nose. i 

“Mr. Lennox’’ reconsidered his desire 
to remain unknown and he was called 
again to the stand. He gave his name. 
as Alfred P. Toslin. He said Floretice 
Burns boarded with him and his mother, 
nearly all of November, 1901. Toslin said 
he- had noticed the combs Miss Burns 
wore and had remarked to his mother 
about them. He found one comb on the 
parlor mantelpiece several times and had 
it in his hand ‘twice. He was sure that 
‘a comb found in the Glen Island hotel 
was one that had belonged to Florence 
Burns. 

At the conclusion of Toslin’s testi- 
mony the inquest went over until tomor- 
row.

ARE CONDEMNED 


Missouri and Kansas Financiers 
Oppose the Pending Gill 


They Claim Measure Will Give a Few 
Eastern Millionaires a Monop- 
oly of Banking Business. 
Dawes on Assets Cur- 
rency.

Kansas’ City, Mo., May 14.—Missourl 
and Kansas bankers, 45 their conven- 
tions here today adopted strong resolu- 
tions against the system of branch 
banking proposed in a bill now pending 
in congress. In the afternoon discussion 
centered around the addresses delivered 
by J. H. Eckels and Charles G. Dawes, 
former comptrollers of the currency, who 
took for their theme “Assets Currency.” 


The Kansans, after listening to ad- 
dresses adopted a resolution condemn- 
ing branch banking in all its forms as 
being “unpatriotic, un-American, un- 
businesslike and as tending to establish 
a monopoly of the great and honored 
business of banking in the hands of a 
few millionaires to the exclusion of the 
west.”’ , 

The Missourans also adpted resolutions 
condemning the theory of branch bank- 
ing, declaring ft to be unwise, unsafe, 
unsound and detrimental to the banking 
interests of the United States. The 
Missouri association selected twelve 
delegates to the American bankers’ con- 
vention at New Orleans to be held in 
November. 


' Assets Currenoy. 

The Indian Territory bankers rejected 
a proposal from the Oklahoma Bankers’ 
Association to consolidate the two or 
ganizations. 

In joint session at the Grand opera 
house the discussion of ‘assets cur- 
rency’’ was opened by James H. Eckels, 
president of the Commercial National 
bank of Chicago. 

The business interests of the east and 
west and'of all sections of the country 
are identical, he said; prosperity In the 
east was a reflection of prosperity in 
the west. There was no octopus in the 
east reaching out its tentacles to clutch 
the west. The growth of the eastern 
banks was but a reflection of the growth 
of: the western banks and vice versa. 
Poverty was not the heritage of one 
part of thé’ country and riches the hert- 
tage of another part, but in this great 
country poverty and riches were the 
heritage of all sections alike. 

Charles G. Dawes, formerly - comptroller 
of the currency, spoke against “‘assets 
currency.’’ He said in part: 

“AS opposed to the plans for asset cur- 
rency, and in order that collapsing credits 
may be protected in times of panic by a 
greater elasticity in our circulation, | 
favor an emergency circilation. unse- 
cured by bonds, but subject to so large 
a tax that it will not only be made safe. 
but cannot be used as an instrument of 
current business. This currency wil] ‘ap- 
pear only when needed in a panic and will 


be retired when the emergency is over on 
account of the heavy tax. 


Danger in Assets Currency. 


“Confidence in the stability and safe:y 
of our medium of exchange is one of the 
foundation stones of prosperity. Any 
change calculated to decrease confidence 
in our currency by decreasing to any ex- 
tent its safety is fraught with danger to 
existing business conditions. Assets ctr- 
rency subject to only a small tax will 
become an instrument of current busi- 
ness and add to the amount of credits in 
existence to be cared for in a panic. The 
more issued in ordinary times the less 
could be issuel in times of panic. It is 
not safe to baSe arguments for assets 
currency 
great central government banks of the 
continent when we consider a banking 
system consisting of over 4,000 Banks 
widely scattered and surrounded by most 
varying conditions of cigtomers, col- 
laterals and business.

AN EXODUS OF THE NEGROES. 


Labor Agents Take Them in Droves 
from North Carolina. 
Raliegh, N. C., May 13.—(Special.)— 
Labor’agents are hard at work in this 
state inducing negroes to leave. Last 
night one took 126 negroes from here 
to Pocahontas to work in the coke 
ovens. The labor problem grows great- 
er month by month in the part of the 
state east of Greensboro. There is not 
enough white Yabor for the farms; that 
is, to cultivate and gather the crops 
from as large an acreage aS many farm- 
ers plant. This has long been notably the 

case as to cotton. 

At Wilson today a confederate monu- 
ment was unveiled in Maplewood ceme- 
tery. The orator of the occasion was 
Henry Blount. Representatives of a num- 
ber of Confederate camps were pres- 
ent. 

Steps are now being taken to make 
the old-time resort of Wrightsville, near 
Wilmington, a modern seaside winter and 
summer resort.

CIRCUIT CLERK IMPRISONED. 


REFUSED TO GIVE UP ROOM TO 
COMMISSIONERS. 


They Order Him fo Jail—Judge Re- 
leases Him—More Litigation 
To Follow. 


Anniston, Ala., May 14.—(Special.)—The 
county commissioners on yesterday af- 
ternoon had Circuit Clerk I. E. Watson 


arrested and brought before them. Clerk 
Watson was found guilty and sentenced 
to six hours in jail and to pay a fine of 
$10. 

The above proceedings came out of the 
recent dispute over the room in which 
the circuit clerk is now occupying and 
the grounds upon which the sentence is 
placed was a contempt of court. Mr. 
Watson was carried before the commis- 
sioners about 3 o’clock and shortly after 
4 o'clock the sentence began. 

Mr. Watson spent probably forty-five 
minutes 4n jail before the sheriff received 
orders to bring him before Judge Crook, 
before whom a fiabeas corpus proceeding 
had been started by Mr. Watson's at- 
torney. The trial began at 5 o’clock and 
lasted about three hours, after which 
Judge Crook released Mr. Watson. His 
decision was based upon the illegality 
of the sittings of the commissioners’ 
court at the time the alleged contempt 
took place, 

Attorneys for the state gave notice of 
an appeal to the supreme court imme- 
diately after the decision was rendered 
and were given fifteen days in which 
to prepare a bill of exceptiong 

It is said that the commissioners will 
again summons Mr. Watson before them 
and unless he surrenders the room de- 
sired he will again be fined and sen- 
tenced to imprisonment. Mr. Watson's 
attorney will probably again secure his 
liberation through habeas corpus proceed- 
ings bere Judge Crook. The proceed- 
ings may be continued from day to day 
and indefinitely. 

The law provides for an appeal from 
the court of Judge Crook, but there js 
no provision for an appeal from the 
commissioners’ court. So if the supreme 
court finally reverses the habeas corpus 
of Judge Crook Mr. Watson will be sub- 
ject to as many continued fines and 
sentences of imprisonment as the commis- 
sioners’ court shall-have from time to 
time imposed upon him. This is one of 
the most interesting legal tilts in the 
history of the state. 

The county commissioners claim they 
have exclusive right to the court house 
and can apportion its rooms as they 
see fit. Mr. Watson, who is clerk of 
the circuit cq@urt, insists that he has 
charge of the room now occupied by him, 
has the legal right to retain it, and will 
do 80.

VERY DOUBTFUL 


Belief Is tt Will Not Be Or- 
dered for State Offices in 
Alabama. 


MEANS ELECTION OF SLATE 
MADE IN THE CONVENTION 


Governor Jelks To Head Ticket—It Is 
Almost Certain Republicans 
Who Have Voted with Dem- 
ocrats Will Now Put 
Out Ticket. 


Birmingham, Ala., May 14.—(Special.)— 
The general belief here is that there will 
be no primary election ordered by the 
state executive committee for state offi- 
cers. Two-thirds of the committee are 
said to be opposed to it and almost all of 
the politicians in the state. 

The state papers which have so vigor- 
ously favored a primary, in the early 
contention, seem to have let the matter 
rest, and the people themselves are be- 
coming careless about the matter and 
have about consented to let the old rule 
of conventions obtain again, 

This plan will Insure the election of the 
slate, said to have been made during the 


sitting of the constitutional convention 
with Governor Jelks at the head, with 
state officers who are holding first term 
being entitled to a second term by cus- 
tom of the party. The officers of secre- 
tary of stute, attorney general and su- 
perintendent of education will all be new 
men, their four-year term having ex- 
pired, and for which there will be a 
considerable scramble. There are al- 
ready announced for secretary of state 
four candidates, two of whom. were 
members of the constitutional conven- 
tion, J. Thomas Heflin, of Chambers, and 
Frank Julian, of Colbert, secretary of 
the -convention. J. T. Taimer, of Jef- 
ferson, and Mr. Givens, of Madison. 
For attorney general only Judge Cobb, 
of Macen, has announced. Two have an- 
nounced for superintendent of education, 
Mr. Abercrombie for the third term and 
Colonel Bulger, of Tallapoosa, who was 
also a member of the convention 

Up to this time no candidates have an- 
nounced for the places of state offices. 
The incumbents, by custom, have been 
granted a second tenm. without opposi- 
tion. This leaves the governor, auditor, 
treasurer and commissioner of agricul- 


(ture without opposition. 


Main Campaign Fight. 

It is now believed that the main fight 
in the campaign will be for members of 
the legislature, who will have to put the 
machinery of the new constitution in mo- 
tion and will have to elect a senator to 
fill Senator Pettus’ place. 

Ex-Governor Johnston and others no 
doubt will have a strong following in the 
legislature, and by a combination of 
forces may give the old war horse of the 
black belt a lively race. The second 
term policy will be hard to overcome in 
this case, as it has been the gettled cue 
tom for so many years in this state to 
give a second term where the senator has 
given satisfaction. 

It is uot seriously *Bought, except by a 
few, that the failure of the committee 
to order a primary will cause a split in 
the democratic party, so much desired 
by republicans, but it will certainly be 
taken advantage of by some who want an 
excuse to go over to the republicans. A 
good many republicans have heretofore 
been voting with the democrats in state 
and county elections on account of the 
negro element in the republican: party 
who will now come out boldly and sup- 
port a republican ticket, which is al- 
most sure to be put out for all state 
offices. They will no longer have to 
Stand the odium of alliance with the ne- 
gro party as against the white man, the 
new constitution having eliminated the 
black vote. 

A hot campaign is looked for, as it is 
generally believed the best men in the 
parties on both sides will be put out. 
Madison county has set the pace by nom- 
inating her best man, and it is to be 
hoped the other counties will do likewise. 


Negroes Want To Be Doctors. 

Jackson, Mfss., May 14.—(Special.)— 
The Mississippi state board of health 
completed its examination of 151 young 
applicants for license to practice medi- 
cine today. This is the largest class 
ever examined by the board and it is 
probable that about 60 per cent will se- 
cure diplomas.

Bven before that the smoking flax of 
revolution kindled spasmodically, but 
for half a century there has been a 
volcanic fire, illy suppressed and anon 
flagrant, the purpose of which was to 
consume Spanish dominion and kindle 
the fires of freedom on all the altars 
of Cuba. 

The dream of the dissembling pa- 
triot, the scheme of the fermenting in- 
surgent and the song of the elusive 
insurrecto in the manigua, sacking a 
garrison or harassing a column of 

‘ds, has been the elevation 
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of the flag of the single star above 
the hated banner of blood and gold 
s0_typical of Iberian imperialism. Pa- 
tiently since the evacuation of Cas- 
telianos and his broken cohorts on the 
first of January, 1899, the Cuban pa- 
triots haVe waited until their, inde 
pendence should be ready and. the 
actual declaration of the new-born re- 
public should be made. Incidental 
thereto and as its surest token of re- 
ality they longed to see the Cuban 
colors flying bravely and brilliantly 
over Castle Morro, the citadel of the

What wonder, 
then, that they could not realize them- 
selves to be a people until that flag 
could be saluted as it spread its star 
and bars alone and supreme over the 
storied ramparts of El Morro? And 
we Americans should rejoice that by 
our help they have come'to that event 
at last! 
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The Martinique Horror. 

The civilized world seems too stun- 
ned by its magnitude to comprehend 
fully even yet the unspeakable horrors 
of the Martinique catastrophe. Fig- 
ures are often blinding to the mind. 
A person standing upon a plain on a 
clear night looks up into the star- 
strewn heavens and thinks he sees 
millions of stars, when, as a matter 
of fact, the human eye cannot discern 
unaided in a full sweep of the firma- 
ment cs many as sixty thousand of the 
stars. And so it is hard for the mind 
to grasp the fact that in a single city 
there perished in the passage of an 
hour as many souls as the stars in 
half of the heavens! 

Neither tongue nor pen, not even 
those of the Apocalyptic apostle or of 
Bulwer essaying the pyric panthenasia 
of Pompeii, have ever been eloquent 
or pictorial enough to adequately por- 
tray a holocaust like that of St. Pierre. 
it baffles description as it pains the 
imagination and cowers the soul. The 
average mind apprehends the scene in 
mere flashes of understanding and the 
reason of the wisest will not venture 
to argue its significance. 

In the presence of so vast a calamity 
humanity can only rally in relief lines 
and do whatever is needful and urgent

for the rescue of the remnant who are 


in perils and the restoration of that 
which has not been hopelessly over- 
thrown. It ig one of those great occa- 
sions when the brotherhood and char- 
ity of all men are summoned to duty; 
when the quality of a Christian civili- 
zation is put on trial for its loyalty, 
earnestness and self-sacrifice, 

It is useless to question concerning 
the philosophy, natural or evolutfonal, 
of a physical phenomenon so sudden, so 
vast and so’fatal. Who can know its 
histology but Him “which shaketh the 
earth out of her place and the pillars 
thereof tremble?” and who said of the 


| city where David dwelt that He would 


visit it “with earthquake, and great 
noise, with storm and tempest, and 
the flame of devouring fire!” 

Equally futile would be the endeav- 
or of any man to announce the moral 
significance of the fiery destruction 
that fell so like a molten besam on 
the devoted city and its thirty thou- 
sand souls. “Those eighteen, upon 
whom the tower in Siloam fell, and 
slew them, think ye that they were 
sinners above all men that dwelt in 
Jerusalem?” He who said “nay” to 
that hypothesis left us no other lesson 
from such omnibus calamities than 
that every man should be careful to 
be ready for that hour which comes 
like a thief in the night! 

They are indeed to be accounted 
fortunate who, in the face of a mys- 
tery so terrible and baffling to the 
human understanding, can still hold a 
serene confidence in the immanence 
and wisdom of the Almighty and trust- 
fully look beyond the shadows of the 
valley of death to a time and a place 
where His justice and mercy sha]! be 
made plain! 
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A Wild-Cat Coiumbus. 

Another gentleman with too much 
learning, or too little, has bumped 
into an outpost of theological pickets 
and is before a drumhead courtmar- 
tial on a charge of heresy. 

The gravamen of this man’s offense 
is that he has written a book upon 
the theme of the Master’s declaration, 
“Ye must be born again.” His argu- 
ment is that the souls of men continue 
to live on this plane of existence; 
that a new soul is not born initially 
for each newly produced human organ- 
ism; but that such new organism is 
possessed by the soul of some one 
whose physical personality has previ- 
ously suffered mortal decease. 

We have not run across this re- 
markable essay of the Reverend Co- 
lumbus Bradford, of Okawville, in the 
state of Illinois. But we know of 
Okawville, and its fountains of pecu- 
liar waters and some of the religious 
fads that have had their stamping 
ground in that seasonable’ town. 
Therefore we are not spasmically 
shocked to know that this Methodist 
dominie has imbibed from that nest of 
springs and that stimulative atmos- 
phere, and that phrenetic environment, 
some notions that jar the pillars of 
the orthodox faith. 

Doubtiess this brother will have a 
very raucous time with the ecclesias- 
tical courtmartial. When they ring 
him right down to the chalk line and 
require him to explain what he means 
by “the soul,” he will have to do some 
very expert diagraming. It is more 
than probab:.e that none of his triers 


will know any more about it than he | 


does, but they will keep that to them- 
selves and put the tourniquet on him 
just as hard. And the outcome can be 
safely predicted right now. He will be 
condemned nem. con. and thrown out 
with great enthusiasm. 

It will serve him mghteously to un- 
frock him. There is absolutely no 


warrant in the scriptures—not a scin- 


tilla in the words and philosophy of 
Christ—for hts absurd theory of 
“birth as a second chance for the 
soul.” If there is anything more fixed 
in the teachings of Christ than that 
there is no second probation for a hu- 
man soul it is the gulf that was fixed 
between the rich man in hell and the 
paradise where Lazarus rested in the 
bosom of Abraham! 

This Columbus is clearly mistaken. 
In sailing the seas of theology he 
thinks he has discovered a new con- 
tinent of soul-probation—an endless 
chain of converting chaaces—a pro 
gressive euchre game of penitential 
providences—but he is clear off the 
schedule and the heresy court can do 
no less than to sidetrack him! 

EIR. OI eS RRR CAE 
A System of Tenant Prizes. 

Some Glasgow landlords have hit 
upon a pretty scheme for improving 
their slum property, keeping it in 
good condition and stimulating prompt 
payment of rents. They offer prizes 
to tenants who behave’ themselves 
properly upon their premises and reg- 
ularly pay their rents when due. In 
this manner they have obtained splen- 
did results and now over 60 per cent 
of their tenants regul: ly claim the 
reward, which is the privilege of two 
weeks’ rent free per annum, and in 
some cases a vacatio. excursion for 
their families. 

It is said that some of the large 
renting agencies in northern cities of 
this country are quietly adopting a 
similar scheme. by inserting in their 
contracts that after a tenant has oc- 
cupied premises for six months or a 
year, kept them in cleanly condition, 
created no damages upon the prop- 
erty and paid their rents promptly, a 
rebate of one week’s rent is allowed 
for every six months of the occupancy. 
The result is reported to be most 
beneficial to the property and saves a 
large annual loss by non-paid rents, 
damages and repairs and distraint pro- 
ceedings. : 

While not possessed of much expert 
Knowleuge on rental matters, we 
should think some such scheme might 
work well in our southern cities—say, 
here in Atlanta, by way of experiment. 
We have large areas of cheap renting 
properties, some occupied by white 
tenants and many larger ones by col- 
ored tenants. Some of these districts 
are not kept tidily and are eye-sores 
to the citizen who has civic pride, and 
are likewise a menace to the sanitary 
security of the city. 

Some enterprising rental agent 
might make a venture in this l!ne and 
so lead a reform that would spread 
and eventually compass a large part 
of the residential districts.of the com- 
munity. The result would be well- 
kept homes, good order and a satis- 
factory state of relations between 
jandlords and tenants. Ther experi- 
ment would scarcely lose any landlord 
money and doubtless would save him 
many dollars that he now gets but 
hardly, or not at all.

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COMPRESS MEN WORRIED 


They Protest Against Probable Re- 
duction of Rates. 


WILL APPEAL TO THE COURTS 


At the Annual Meeting of the Asso- 
ciation in Savannah Officers 
Are Elected. 


Savannah, Ga., May 14.—(Special.)—A 
hot fight was precipitated In the annual 
meeting of the Southeastern Compress 
Association today by the raising of the 
question of the reduction of the compress 
rates. This threw. the association into 
somewhat of a turmoil and there was 
some warm argument made against the 
reduction. 

It had reached the members of the as- 
sociation that the conference committee 
of the Southeastern Freight Association, 
now in session at Hot Springs, Va., in- 
tended reducing the rate from 81-2 to 6 
cents a hundred. President C. C. Hanson, 
of the Atlantic Compress Company, was 
asked what the attitude of his company 
would be toward the reduction. He re- 
plied that his board of directors had de- 
cided that the company would not op- 
pose it. 

This did not satisfy the association at 
all. There was much discusston and 
argument, in which F. 8S. Akers, of At- 
took a leading part. 

#€ committee was appointed which pre- 
pared resolutions that were telegraphed 
to Hot Springs. They recite that the re- 
duction would make the compress busi- 
ness unprofitable, and that if forced upon 
them, it would mean the practical confis- 
cation of the compress property through- 
out this section. It would mean in order 
to give sufficient remuneration for com- 
pressing that additional charges would 
have to be put on against the shipper,

‘Lively Race May Be Made for the.

SAVANNAH BAR IS DIVIDED 


Exciting Time Promised if Colonel 
Cann Opposes Judge Barrow in 
Eastern Circuit. 


Savannah, Ga., May 14—(Special.)—If 
both Judge Pope Barrow and Colonel 
George T. Cann become candidates for 
the judgeship of the superior court of 
the eastern circuit a perplexing compil- 
cation in local politics will arise.

He, also, has influence, 
but Solicitor General W. W. Osborne Is 
commonly regarded as the dominant 
force in the club, and he is for Judge 
Barrow. It is interesting to speculate 
as to which of the gentlemen would re- 
ceive the support of the citizens’ faction 
if both should make the race. 

Several days ago a circular was pre- 
sented to nearly every lawyer in Savan- 
nah. It was a petition to Colona) Cann, 
asking him to run for the judgeship. 
Some time previous certain of his friends 
had approached him and asked him to 
make the race. He took ¢he matter un- 
der advisement after their repeated de- 
mands that he run. They pressed him for 
an answer. but he would not give it. It 
was not his desire to run against Judge 
Barrow, for whom he entertains a deep 
regard, byt his friends were insistent. 

Petition Is Circulated. 

They thought of a petition and pro- 
ceeded to circulate one among the mem- 
bers of the Savannah bar. Walter ©. 
Hartridge and Captain W. B. Stephens 
circulated the petition, and they secured 
many signatures, among them these of 
some of the leading lawyers.

TOO SMALL FOR CAPITAL 


Will Confer with City Assessors on 
Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company’s Property—wWN., C. 
and St. L. Assents to 
Increase.

Arbitration ‘will probably be necessary 
to reach a settlement of the question of 
the tax returns of the Georgia Railway 
and Miectric Company. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright stat- 
ed yesterday he thought the matter would 
take that course, because, in view of what 
has been published to the world by that 
company to the effect that its present 
capitalization is something Mke $11,900,000, 
he says he does not see how he can ac- 
cept the returns that have been made. 
He said he considered there was too great 
a discrepancy between the announced cap- 
italization and the returns made to him. 

The electric light plant belonging to the 
company was returned for something 
over $300,000. The Atianta city assessors 
say this property ought to be assessed at 
$1.250,000, a surn which is more than half 
of what the company’s entire property is 
returned for. The company’s total re- 
turns, as has been stated, are $2,301,330. 

The city assessors are now getting cer- 
tain facts and figures with reference to 
the company’s property, which they will, 
within a few days, present to the comp- 
troller genera!. The assessors claim that 
the valuations of several different pieces 
of property returned . by the company 
ought to be considerably higher than the 
figures given in.. The comptroller general 
will take tihe myatter up in the next few 
days with the city assessors, and it is 
expected some conclusion will be prompt- 
ly reached. 

“T do not see how I can accept this com- 
pany’s returns,”’ Captain Wright said yes- 
terday. “In view of the stattement of the 
company’s capitalization as published to 
the world they seem entirely too small. 
I am afraid an arbitration will be neces- 
sary before the matter can be settled.” 

Returns Were Increased. 

The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Iouis Railroad Company has assented to 
the increage in the returns of its property 
called for by Comptroller General Wright. 
This railroad has only 2.78 miles in the 
wtate, running through Dade county. A 
return of $12,000 per mile was made to the 
comptroller general, but he learned that 
the road was returning its property in Al- 
abama at $18,000 per mile, and demanded 
the same for Georgia. The company made 
no protest against the increase, but read- 
(ly assented to {t and asked the comptrol- 
ler general to send on new return blanks, 
which he has done. 

Comptroller General. Wright has taken 
no action in the case of the big railroad 
comvanies of the state as vet. He is 
spending considerable time poring over 
the figures {n Poor’s Manual, and com- 
paring other information which he has 
with the figures found in the returns. 

“T shall not act on these mattefs,’’ ‘hé 
said. ‘‘until I twave everything in shape 
ao that I can state the objections to the 
returns, if there are anv, succinctly and 
briefiv, naming specifically the piece of 
property oh which there should be an in- 
crease, and stating just how much. It 
took 'too much correspondence to get mat- 
ters straightened out Inst vear, but this 
vear Tam going to let the railroads know 
just exactiy what I expect. and I shall 
do it so clearly that they will have to ac- 
cept the result or decline it at once an4 
let the matter go to arbitration. 

‘The increases this year, according to 
the present outlook, are not going to be 
so large as they were last vear. Yet the 
businéss situation has held up remarkably 
well. and there is no reason why there 
should be a decrease in a single instance.’’

‘‘When the trip Began it was discovered 
that a number of outside parties had 
been provided with lower berths in the 
Hlieeping car and the young ladies, who 
went along as sponsorg and members of 
the auxiliary, were compelled to take 
upper berths and were put to no end of 
inconvenience. Just why these outside 
parties should have been allowed 
make the trip in the camp’s train has 
not yet been satisfactorily explained. 

“It was expected that at the last meet- 
ing of the camp the railroad committee 
would make a report, but such was not 
the case. 

“As treasurer of the,camp I am re- 
quired to make a report every month 
showing the financial standing of the 
organization, and other officérs and com- 
mittees are required to do likewise. Mem- 
bers of the camp are also wrought up 
over the fact that a regular beer saloon 
was operated on the train. The internal 
troubles of the camp are of such a ‘char- 
acter that it is highly probable that 
some of the dissatisfied members will 
send in their resignations.”’ 


Commander Holland Talks. 


When seen yesterday afternoon Com- 
mander Holland said: i 

“It igs true that the lower berths in 
the sleeper were sold to outside parties, 
but this was done with the consent and 
full knowledge of at least fifteen mem- 
bers of the camp who went on the Dal- 
las trip. In arranging for the journey 
it was found that by selling the bderths 
funds could be raised to pay the fares 
of six additional members and a meeting 
was called to consider the question. Mr. 
Bettie attended thig meeting. 

“I think the only protest concerning 
the matter of assigning berths in the 
sleeper came from two of the twelve or 
more young ladies who accompanied the 
party. They did not like the idea of 
taking upper berths. It is also. true that 
a member of the committee bought some 
beer and disposed of it on the train.

LONGINO ORDINANCE LOST. 


Committee on Electric Lights Passes 
Upon Papers Referred 
to It. 

The Longino ordinance prohibiting the 
planting of wooden poles on sidewalks 
which have been permanently paved or 
are to be permanently paved at an early 
date came up before the standing com- 
mittee on electric lights, telegraph and 
telephones yesterday afternoon.

ACON, GA., May 13, 1902.—Editor Con- 

stitution: I have read in your paper 
and ether papers the card of Messrs. 
Joseph 8S. Turner, Clement A. Evans and 
Thomas Pason, prison commissioners, of 
May 9, in which they reproduce mine of 
May 8, addressed to Messrs. J. H. Estill! 
and J. M. Terrell, relative to the leasing, 
etc., of our convict labor in 1898, and then 
in dealing with the same speak of the 
base insinuations contained therein and 
say: “Any tumor or insinuati@n thot 
there wag negligence or corruption con- 
nected therewith (the leases), or anv 
fraud in the making or procurement of 
any leases, so far as either of the pres- 
ent commissioners 18 concerned, is ma- 
liclously false and deserves their denun- 
clations.”’ 

I would like to know exactly what the 
base Insinuation is to which these gent!e- 
men refer, and I would like to know 
whether, in referring to the rumors men- 
tioned, they mean to deny the existence 
of a rumor or the truth of the same. 

I made two general statements of fact 
in my communication, the first one being

CLOSED VERY = STEADY 


At an Advance of 6 to 26 Points. 
Wheat and Oats Closed Lower. 
Provisions Higher—Changes 
in Stocks Mostly 
Gains. 


New York, May 1!4.—The cotton market 
opened firm with prices 4 to 7 points higher 
in. response to better cables than expected 
from Liverpool and on light receipts at the 
ports apd interior towns. But soon after the 
cal the commission house element became 
heavy sellers of the summer months, which 
bears took as a cue for fresh pounding. Prices 
Jost all the early advance within -the next 
few minutes, and before || o'clock-had drop- 
ped to 8.58 for August and 8.85 for July. 
At these figures prominent Wall street in- 
terests, believed to be heavily short, stepped 
in as large buyers of July and August. Prices 
responded siuggishiy at first, but by midday 
the whole market displayed a tolerably steady 
front with smaller shorts ill at ease. Port 
receipts proved to be little more than half 
those r the same day last year, interior 
town stocks lost quite heavily, the ‘‘in-sight’’ 
for the week promised to be 50,000 to 55,- 
000 bales as compared with 80,000 last year, 
while southern spot markets held stubbornly 
steady. The weather and crop reports were 
uearly perfect, but had been more or less 
discounted. The English market rallied from 
bottom just before the close, and the New 
Orleans market exhibited a desire to work 
upWard on the least incentive. Difring the 
afternoon room shorts endeavored to wriggle 
out of their unhappy position, while the Wall 
street contingem persistently bought July and 
August. Prices worked steadily upward, 
having quite a sharp rise in the last ten 
minutes. The close was very steady with 
prices net 6 to 26 points higher, the chief ad- 
vance being in the near months. Fear of 
strong English cables tomorrow frightened 
the bears. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, May 1!4.—The general character 
of the dry goods market is without change. 
Brown bleached and coarse colored cottons 
are siow but no change in prices. Prints 
are quiet in both staples and fancies. Ging- 
hams scarce and firm. Print cloths inactive 
but not quotably changed in price.

NeW York; May 14.—Today’s small changes 
in prices of stocks are miostly gains, but the 
firmness of the market was passive and had 
no positive element in it so far as could be 
percéived. The trading fell near to the poing 
of stagnation and the day’s total transactions 
were smaller than fof many monthe. Union 
Pacific made some show of etrength and was 
far in the lead of all other stocks in point wel 
activity. Gossip was in circulation of an in- 
tended increase in the dividend rate on the 
stock. Action on the dividend is not expected 
until July, and it ie natural to suppose that 
the course of the winter wheat and corn crop? 
between now and then will have a bearing on 
the dividend action. The course of those crops 
is just now the subject of greatest uncertainty¥ 
in speculative circles, and this uncertainty was 
a large influence in the epecujative halt in the 
stock market which took p today. Another 
cause was the anthracite miners’ convention, 
which was in session at Hazleton to decide 
whether to make the conditional strike of the 
miners permanent. No light was thrown om 
this question before the close of the day, but 
the Coal stocks shared generally in the firm- 
ness of the market. Another feature of the 
day was the wide recoveries scored by some 
of thé high-priced stocks, which fell violently 
in the liquidation Monday. There were other 
high-priced stocks in the inactive jist, which 
sold today at wide declines from the previous 
sales. The money market was quieter today 
and there was no seeming difficuity in obtain- 
ing call loans at 6 per cent or under. One 
‘cause of this is the much lighter demand for 
accommodation. The recent high rate has aleo 
had the effect of bringing supplies. The proc- 
ess of borrowing in foreign money markets was 
continued today, as indicated by the further 
decline in the sterling exchange market. The 
completion of some large syndicate transactions 
and bond subscriptions, which have been in 
progress recently had its part in relieving the 
money market and lightening the pressure to 
sell stocks. The subtreasury requirements on 
the money market, are much Mess than last 
week, partly owing to increased persion pay- 
ments, But there were large deposits of law- 
ful.amoney last week for the retirement of bank 
notes which have been worked off practically, 
and some of those made for June have been 
withdrawn. This check to the bank note re- 
tirement will relieve the money market of 4 
drain to some extent. It is worthy of note 
also that the government’s eurplus revenue 
this month is only about $1.09 U.000. compared 
with almost $3,000,000 for the correspondin 
period of last year. Receipts from interna 
revenue thus far this month are some $3,500,- 
000 less than for the corresponding period last 
year.

CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicago, May 14.—Grein trade today was 4 
dragging contest between the beare, backed 
up by favorable weather for wheat and corn, 
and the bulls in the corn pit, who were mak- 
ing good purchases on the extremely small lo- 
cal movement. In the end July wheat closed 
%ec down, July corn %c higher and July oats 
%4.@%c lower. Provisions continued on their 
upward journey and closed 10@12%sc higher. 

Yesterday's bulls at the opening of the wheat 
pit showed that they had forgotten all about 
yesterday’s government report. The cables 
showed no response to our strength of yester- 
day, and above all the wet weather was fa- 
vorable. Rain fell copiously in Kansas and 
Nebraska, and the spring country northwest 
was clearing. A local statisticlan made a re- 
port indleating a winter yield of 410,000,000 
bushels—quite at variance with the govern- 
ment estimate of yesterday. These factors 
etarted July a shade to %@%c lower at 76%@ 
76c and depressed it early to 75%@75%c. Corn 
strength and reports of a good cash buying 
business—300,000 bushelsbr6ught a goog re- 
action, and prices for a time held firm near 
last night’s close. Trade, however, wae light, 
the outside speculator was not in the market 
and there was some fair selling by yesterday's 
buyers. Part of the reaction was due to short 
covering. Gradually prices slipped back. Sep- 
tember and December options were noticeably 
weaker and materially widened their spreads 
under July. The close was weak, July %c 
lower at 75%@75%c. Local receipts were 22 
cars, none of contract grade. Minnieapolis and 
Duluth reported 124 cars, making a total for 
the three points of 146, against 140 last week 
and 198 a year ago. Primary receipts were 
248,000 bushels, against 326,000 last year. 
Seaboard clearances in wheat and flour equaled 
166,000 bushels. The seaboard’ reported 10 
loads taken for export. 

Corn was the leader of the pit in the mat- 
ter of strength. Weather was favorable and 
there were reports that the country would soon 
begin making freer deliveries. Small receipts, 
however, seemed to reject this report, for the 
general run of cars has gotten down to about 
25 cars for this point. Receipts today were 
only 27 cars, and at once influenced early buy- 
ing. Several of the léading houses began tak- 
ing in offerings that were made out of sym- 
pathy for the wheat weakness, but as soon as 
the crowd saw the stuff was going into strong 
hands shorts covered and fair activity resulted.

Attorney Frank M. O'Bryan, who !s

titled to 1-3 of that amount. He asserts 
that Willlams has employed other coun- 
sel who brought suit against the street 
car company.

Senator Bacon’s Bill Passed the Sen- 
ate Yesterday. 


PROVIDES FOR ONE, SESSION 


Circuit Court of Appeals Now Sits in 
New}Orleans To Hear 
All Cases.

It is now altogether ‘probable that the 


| clreult court of appeals of the ftth judi 


cial circuit will hold at least one ses- 


sion each year in Atlanta. The pill, ine 
troduced by Senator Bacon providing for 
a term in Atlanta, passed the senate 


yesterday and was immediately trans- 
mitted to the house for consideration. 

If the bill becomes law appealed cases 
from Georgia and Florida will be heard 
in this city. The bill stipulates that the 
court shall sit on the first Monday in 
October each year. When the question 
was first agitated Montgomery made a 
strong bid for the court. Another bill, 
by Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts. is 
now pending in the senate and provides 
for the establishment of a new circuit 
court With Atlanta as headquarters. The 
Bacon bill only provides that the court 
at New Orleans shall beS held at least 
one session here every year. 

The following dispatch from Washing- 
ton tells of the action taken by ‘the sen- 
ate yesterday on Mr. Bacon's Dill: 

Washington, May  14.—(Special.)—The 
senate today passed ‘the bill introduced 
by Senator Bacon providing that the 
circuit court of appeals of the fifth cir- 
cuit shall hold at least. one term each 
vear in Atlanta. As originally introduced 
the bill provided that this term should 
be held in September, but Senator Bacon 
changed this so as to make it read on 
the first Monday in October in each 
year. 

The bill provides {that all appeals, 
writs of error and other appellate pro- 
ceedings which may, after the date of 
this act. be taken or prosecuted from the 
circuit or district courts of the United 
States in the state of Georgia to the court 
of appeals of the fifth judicial circuit 
shall be heard and disposed of by the 
said court of appeals at the terms of 
the court held in Atlanta.
